Good Crops That Can Still Be Plant­ 
ed 
There are some farmers who still 
have land that has not been plant­ 
ed 'to a crop and some who have land 
that has been planted, but on which 
they failed to secure a 
stand worth 
keeping. 
Naturally they do not wish 
to let this land lie out 
and so 
the 
question of what 
to 
plant this late 
arises. 
There are several good crops to se­ 
lect from, among which are: 
.Sun­ 
flowers, cowpeas, sudan 
grass, late 
potatoes 
and 
various 
vegetables. 
Sunflowers may be planted safely un­ 
til the fore part of July. Any ground 
suitable for corn will grow sunflow­ 
ers. 
The rate 
of 
seeding 
ranges 
from three to six pounds to the acre 
drilled in but not planted quite as 
deep as corn. 
Cowpeas can be safe­ 
ly planted up until July and be har­ 
vested before injured by frost. 
The 
second leading varieties of cowpeas 
for 
Southeast 
Mo. 
are Whippoor­ 
wills, New Eras or Blue Peas. 
The 
Blue Peas are the earliest variety, re­ 
q u irin g but 75 days as against 85 for 
the Whippoorwills. 
Cowpea»s may be 
either drilled 
or 
broadcast. 
Sudan 
grass may he planted now and a good 
yield of hay secured. 
For the per­ 
son who buys Sudan grass seed, 
it 
is advisable to secure them from a 
northern market, otherwise he may 
possibly have Johnson grass mixed in 
with it. 
Late potatoes may be plant­ 
ed the first two weeks in July and a 
good crop secured. 
Those which fail 
to mature will make good seed pota­ 
toes for the following year. 


Keep Clean Middles 
The ease with which one is able 
to get rid of grass and weeds s large­ 
ly determined by the tools used and 
the manner of handling them. Where 
a field has 
been 
too wet 
and the 
weeds and grass 
have 
secured 
a 
start, more than likely the farmer is 
going to use a scraper or an off bar 
plow. 
Thds practice is not advisable 
but off 
times 
becomes a necessity, 
and where it has to be done there is 
one point to remember. 
First clean 
your middles and then you will have 
a place 
to 
deposit 
the weeds and 
grass that have grown on the side of 
the 
bed. 
Cultivation 
with 
shovel 
plows, commonly called dirting 
up, 
should follow a scraping as quickly 
as possible. 
A ridge cleaned by 
a 
scraper or off bar dries out rapidly, 
off times baking, and in case of hard 
rains the little ridge left 
is washed 
down, together with the plants on it, 
so follow 
the 
scraper immediately 
with a cultivation.

The bungulow is probably the most 
nearly American ty|w* of residence 
architecture. 
Although the word It­ 
self is adopted from the Orient of 
Kipling, this tyj>e of architecture has 
reached Its highest development In 
America where it has enjoyed an in­ 
creasing popularity because of its con­ 
venient sire and its decorative possi­ 
bilities. 
A great majority of the bungalows 
built In the United States, and espe­ 
cially those erected when this type of 
house was Introduced first, were great­ 
ly Influenced by the Spanish type of 
architecture 
of

coast, 
where they first gained foothold. 
Hut 
the bungalow has shown itself to be 
capable of assuming the characteris­ 
tics of almost any type of architecture 
and has been much varied.

Cairo, 111., June 
10.—John Hazel, 
39, Thebes farmer, was held by 
the 
coroner’s jury this 
fternoon 
on a 
charge 
of 
murder for the death of 
Attorney 
Grover C. Koehler, whom 
he shot and fatally wounded on the 
hitter's farm about four miles east of 
Thebes Monday 
m< ning. 
Koebler 
died Monday night. 
Hazel, who was arrested by Deputy 
Sheriff I^cslie Road , several hours 
after the shooting, admitted that the 
slight argument about the picking of 
s me cherries on Koehler’s place, and 
a previous disagreement 
about the 
planting of some cotton was the only 
roubl he had with Koehler. 
“ Koehler wanted me to pick some 
cherries 
Monday 
morning”, 
Hazel 
said. 
“I thought the cherries were 
too green to sell 
and told Koehler 
that 
I would 
not pick them for I 
could not soil them. 
Koebler 
then 
returned to the House and Lee and I 
followed him a shor* time later. 
We 
talked about picking the cherries and 
Koebler said 
I 
would have to pick 
them according to the contract. I re­ 
fused and he says, “We’ll knock it out 
then”, and began 
hitting 
me. 
He 
threw’ his hand back >n his hip pock­ 
et like he was going to draw a gun. 
Then I drew my gun and in the scuf­ 
fle fired several times”. 
Hazel admitted that he had signed 
a written contract with Koebler 
in 
which he agreed to jock the cherries 
and 
market them 
for half of 
the 
money realized. 
Ike Lee, aged 72, who was living in 
the house on the Koebler place, and 
who also rented some of the 
farm, 
denied that Koebler had attacked Ha­ 
zel or that he had made any motion 
as if to draw a gun. 
He said that 
without any quarrel whatever, except 
the slight difference over picking the 
cherries, Hazel had drawn his 
gun 
and began firing. 
Koebler had then 
grappled with his assailant hut upon 
being wounded in the arm had step­ 
ped hack and it was then that Hazel 
had fired the 
two 
fatal shots into 
Koebler’s 
abdomn, 
according 
to 
Ia)G. 
As Hazel fired, 
the 
aged farmer 
had attempted to wrest the gun from 
his hands. 
He finally pushed a fin­ 
ger behind the trigger of the gun 
and with Koebler’s help wrested the 
gun free. Koebler staggered into the 
house to a telephone. Hazel immedi­ 
ately grappled with «the old man, Lee 
said, and succeeded in gtting the gun 
back. 
He then ran toward his home 
a quarter of a mile away. 
It was only aftr a long search of 
Hazel’s place where his wife and 3 
children denied he had been 
since 
early morning, that 
Deputy Sheriff 
R oache, searching 
in a pitch 
dark 
closet without any light to guide him, 
laid his hand on ¡Hazel’s bare head. 
Hazel immediately obeyed the order 
to surrender. 
After a further search 
of several hours the gun used by Ha­ 
zel, was found hidden in the straw 
tick of one of the beds. 
Hazel’s wife was to become a mo­ 
ther in a few days. 
Although ques­ 
tioned repeatedly, the small children 
refused to tell officers that the fath­ 
er was hiding in the house. 
Koehler survived for several hours 
an operation at the hospital made in 
a desperate effort to save his life. He

Commercial Appeal 
Right at this time cotton growers 
are perhaps more interested in get­ 
ting a stand of cotton, rather than 
preparing for their fight against the 
boll weevil. 
The 
late 
spring cold 
weather has resulted in the loss of 
what appeared to be a perfect stand 
of cotton. 
The plants have been dy­ 
ing and germination has been great­ 
ly retarded by cold weather, making 
it necessary to replant a great 
ma­ 
jority of the land. 
The cotton that 
came up and has withstood the cool 
weather, 
will 
bo stunted, slow and 
perhaps unprofitable, unless it is pro­ 
tected from the boll weevils. 
In order to secure 
perfect stand 
thousands of acres have been replant­ 
ed. 
Even though perfect stands may 
be secured it does not alter the tact 
that the plants will be late in setting 
fruit and we cannot expect to set 
a 
bottom crops 
before weevil damage 
occurs. 
Our heavy weevil infestation 
vrill appear about the time the late 
cotton reaches 
the 
height 
of the 
fruiting period. 
There is a general belief that the 
low temperature during the past win­ 
ter has practically eliminated the boll 
weevils. 
This is not true, and when 
wo wake up and find the crop almost 
destroyed by weevils it will he too 
late to apply the remedy. 
Even tho’ 
we may have a small number of wee­ 
vil emerge from winter quarters into 
the field, the condition of the crops 
at this time warrants the utmost pro­ 
tection from probable weevil damage. 
It is necessary, therefore, to insure 
your cotton crop against the ravages 
of the boll weevil by having on hand 
an ample supply of calcium arsenate 
and dusting machinery. 
We do not 
anticipate a shortage in calcium ar­ 
senate and dusting machinery, but a 
heavy demand at once will quickly 
remove 
the 
available supply from 
the south. 
Higher prices will prevail 
just as soon as this demand is notic­ 
ed. 
The dealers and manufacturers 
have been scdling calcium arsenate 
practically at cost all season, and the 
first opportunity they 
have 
to 
in­ 
crease the price, in 
all 
probability, 
you will see calcium arsenate selling 
from three to fuor cents 
per pound 
higher, practically all of the manu­ 
facturing 
plants 
have been closed 
down for several months, due to their 
inability to get shipping instructions 
to the South. They do not expect to 
resume operations until they feel the 
demand increasing. 
Don’t sacrifice your cotton to the 
boll weevil when you can buy calcium 
arsenate at a low price right at this 
time.

prices and cover up on what you will 
need for the coming summer.

Good Crop« That Can Still Be Plant­ 
ed 
There are some farmers who still 
have land that ha* not been plant­ 
ed to a crop and some who have land 
that has been planted, but on which 
they failed to secure a 
stand worth 
keeping. 
Naturally they do not wish 
to let this land lie out 
and so 
the 
question of what 
to 
plant this late 
anises. 
There are several good crops to se­ 
lect from, among which are: 
Sun­ 
flowers, cowpeas, sudan 
grass, late 
potatoes 
and 
various 
vegetables. 
Sunflowers may be planted safely un­ 
til the fore part of July. Any ground 
suitable for corn will grow sunflow­ 
ers. 
The rate 
of 
seeding 
ranges 
from three to six pounds to the acre 
drilled in hut not planted quite as 
deep as corn. 
Ouwpeas can be safe­ 
ly planted up until July and lie har­ 
vested before injured by fro«t. 
The 
second leading varieties of cowpeas 
for 
Southeast 
Mo. 
are Whippoor­ 
wills, New Eras or Blue Peas. 
The 
Blue Pea* are the earliest variety, re­ 
quiring but 75 days as against 85 for 
the Whippoorwill*. Cowpeas may be 
either drilled 
or 
broadcast. 
Sudan 
grass may be planted now and a good 
yield of hay secured. 
For the per­ 
son who buys Sudan grass seed, 
it 
is advisable to secure them from a 
northern market, otherwise he may 
possibly have Johnson grass mixed in 
with it. 
Ijate potatoes may be plant­ 
ed the first two weeks in July and a 
good crop secured. 
Those which fail 
to mature will make good seed pota­ 
toes for the following year. 


Keep Clean Middle* 
The eas<? with which one is able 
to get rid of grass and weeds s large­ 
ly determined by the tools used and 
the manner of handling them. Where 
a field has 
been 
too wet 
and the 
weeds ami grass 
have 
secured 
a 
start, more than likely the farmer is 
going to use a scraper or an off bar 
plow. 
This practice i« not advisable 
but off 
times 
becomes a necessity, 
and where it has to be done there is 
one point to remember. 
First clean 
your middles and then you will have 
a place 
to 
deposit 
the weeds and 
grass that have grown on the side of 
the 
bed. 
Cultivation 
wiith 
shovel 
plows, commonly called dirting 
up, 
should follow a scraping as quickly 
as possible. 
A ridge cleaned by 
a 
scraper or off bar dries out rapidly, 
>ff times baking, and in case of hard 
rains the little ridge left 
is washed 
down, together with the plants on it, 
so follow

scraper immediately 
with a cultivation.
